REMAINS OP ASIC1KXT ANIMALS.
We have just examined a fragment of

the tusk of some extinct species of ani-111- 1,

which, when living, must have been
u monster indeed. The specimen was
found a few days since, by our friend,
W. H. u. Page, Esq., on his farm, near
this" place. The fragment obtained
ueems to be the middle part of the tusk.
It is six feet long, twenty-on- e inches' in
circumference at the large, and eeveu-weu-iut-h-

at the smaller end, and is
nearly iu the form of an arch of a circle
It has the pure whiteness and grain of
ivory, but unfortunately its strength has
departed, and , it can be broken into
pieces by the lingers. It was found
embedded in a gravel bank where Lead-
ing .Vcek passess through Mr. Page's
farm. . This farm, with some portion of

v the bottom adjoining it, is underlaid by ;

n bed 01 water-wo- n pebbles, showiiior
that it is of, at least comparatively, re-'o- nt

formation. The bank of Leading
Creek, at the point where this tusk was
found, is sixty feet high, composed al-

most . entirely of gravel. It was
embedded in this gravel, ten feet from
the surface, and lay with the bow in the
bank and both ends exposed. As the
embankment gradually washed away by
the rains and floods", tho exposed eixls of
the tusk crumbled away with it, leaving
but the middle portion. . .

....; What ma vv have been the. leno-t- of
this wonderful tusk, and the magnitude
andstreuglh ofthe animal which support-- "

ed it, may be partly concieved from the di-

mensions of the portion recovered. We
have no Eieans of formiug an estimate
of.how much of the laro-e-r end is Inst.
but taking the circumference of the two
ends of the fragment, we find that it
tapers but one-seven- th of its circumfer-
ence in six feet of length. Allowing it,
therefore, a regular taper until it termi-
nates Tiii a point, and it would give some- -

thing like forty feet to that end. This
is long enough for our purpose, and we
leave the imagination of our readers to
Extend it in the other direction to their
lull satisfaction.
. When did these gigantic animals live,
and whyyani when the race became ex-

tinct, are question? for which we have no
answer. That' they' onee lived .in con-

siderate numbers throughout our
country, as well as other portions of the

But their history was probably lost long
before man's began upon the earth.
is:Xhat our planet has passed through
mauy periods, each producing its own
peculiar species of animal and vcgitable
tbvm's, which became extinct, and gave
phcc to others suited to its changing
states, and these to others still, before
man appearcd upou the stage, is, we be-

lieve, the conclusion of all scientific men

. one of the '
prc-adami- te races may

therefore be safely concluded.
' It was probably cotemporary with other

species of extinct animals and plants,
which could not live in the present order
of the elements, and which disappeared
gradually as the earth became fitted for
the reception of man, the .end of its cre-

ation. ..The Geologist can read the succe-

ssive-orders of these animal and veg-

etable forms, iu the fossils scattered
through all - countries; but - the "duration
of these periods, whether measured by
thousands of years, or millions of ages,
the records do not tell. All he can do
to satisfy our curiosity in these respects
id to demonstrate, that away back in the
unrecorded past, before history, before
tradition, before man, the earth produced
these formaf and deposited them where

It is a nice little plot,
but we don't think the promise of suc-
cess is very bright.

Mr. Bell is a very respectable gentle-
man of the old Southern Whig School of
politici:ii.s, and ought to be ashamtd to
let his name be used for the desperate
purposes of the men who are engineer-
ing the movement. But havin-- i courted
a nomination for an ordinary lifetime
without success, and there being no
chance of a nomination by any party, he
will probably accept one at the hands of
this cuij-iower- ate of factions. For the
sake of his posterity, if he has any, he
Lad better, however, decline the dubious
nonor.

The nomination of Mr. Everett is one
"eminently fit to be made" by such a
Convention. Mr. Everett is also a pre
served "fossil" of the olden time. Ha
is a finished scholar, so far as mere lit-

erary culture can make him one. In
private life, like Mr. Bell, he is, so far as
we know or believe, a model of conven-
tional "respectability." We don't sup-

pose he would do a vulgar thing any
more thar he would permit "an atom of
dust on his polished boots. He is, in
short, very "respectable."

He commenced life as a Minister of
theJJGospel, but not liking the necessary
"vulgarity" of the duties belonging to
the office such as administering the or-

dinances to common people, and reading
service over deceased mechanics and la-

borers he quit that field of uncongenial
labor, and in process of time the Cotton-
ocracy of Boston sent him to Congress.
Here he distinguished himself by deliv-
ering the first oration in favor of slavery,
ever heard upon the floor of the House.
It was then that John llandolph, of Vir-
ginia, administered to him that terrible
rebuke, which sent Mr. Everett into pri-

vate life, from which he is not likely to
be called by the people. With his long,
bony finger pointed at the Massachusetts
clergyman, and in his shrill, but never
forgotten tones, Randolph said "he dis
trusted the heart, and despised the head of
that man, and especially the Northern
man, who could justify slavery on princi-
ple" Mr. Everett subsided.

For the last' dozen or twenty years,
Mr. Everett has- - been engaged in repeat-
ing an oration , on Washington. It is
gotten up in the very best style of the
rhetorician, and delivered in the smooth-
est graces of the most polished aid prac-
ticed declaimer. It is, in fact, a very
pretty thing. The only wonder is, how
Mr. Everett can, for 20 or 50, repeat,
for the th time, this splen-
did piece of pretty declamation. For
His Bxpenscsranct 5t) fWlmTexhibrtionV
Mr. Everett will come by the way of
Pomeroy on his way to be inaugurated
Vice President, and "recite his piece."
And we will guarantee he will do it well!

For these great services Mr. Everett
ought to be elected. But an ungrateful
people will not probably reward the pat-

riot by bestowing on him their votes.
On reflection, however, Mr. Everett
should not consent to run. Many of the
voters are not "respectable," as Mr. Ev-

erett defines that word, and his immac-
ulate respectability might be sullied if
such should cast a ballot for him. Our
advice to Mr. Everett would be to con-

tinue the recitation of his well committed
declamation.. Vive la humbug!

DEMOCRATIC CORRUPTION.
. The Committee appointed by Congress
to investigate the alleged corruptions of
high officials, are developing scenes of
fraud and peculation, bribery and cor-

ruption, before undreamed of. It will
be remembered that Buchanan sent in
his solemn protest against the investiga-
tion. This aroused a suspicion that
there were darker scenes behind the cur-

tain than even rumor had breathed to
the public. This is now proved to be
true.

The Committee found on the books of
the Bank of the Metropolis, that many
hundreds of thousands of dollars had
been placed there and checked out by
Wendell, the Public Printer, and others
in the employ of the Administration ;

while the books were so kept as pur-

posely to conceal the names of the par-

ties to whom it was paid. The books
are full of such entries as these: "To
save the Union, 50,000," &c. But the
Bank officers would give no information
to the Committee. They therefore sum-

moned Wendell, himself, who has been
several times before them, and although
reluctantly, of course, has made disclo-

sures which appall the guilty parties.
He testifies that ten thousand and even

fifteen thousand dollars were given for a
single vote in Congress in favor of the pas-

sage of the "English bill!" This is only

a specimen. That open, direct, corrupt
bribery has been the common practice
of the Administration, is proved by the
sworn testimony of its own tools, before

the committee. The report, when com-

pleted, will show the most rotten, fester-- ,
ing corruption in the bosom of the Ad-

ministration, which ever preyed upon

the' vitals of any Government. The
whole country will be startled by the
disclosure, if, indeed, the magnitude of
the crimes it discloses does not make it
appear like fiction.

other uioaus used, the Government of
the Unifed States urged, with the utmost
earnestness, upon the Governments of
Europe, the necessity of pronouncing the
trade piracy by all civilized nations, and

setting them the example, by act of Con-

gress, our Government declared the trade
to be piracy, and punishable with death.
England, France, Prussia, and nearly, if
not all, the civilized nations of Europe,
soon did the same. And the traffic is
now contraband, and punished as piracy
by the laws of all these nations.

But latter-da- y Democracy in the
United States has determined that slavery
shall be perpetual. To justify them-

selves iu this determination they have
taken the b'old and blasphemous grouud
that slavery is right. As a necessary
conclusion from this, the slave trade is

right, too, and the laws that prohibit it
are all wrong and ought to be repealed.
But as there is no hope of repealing the
law, the party has resorted to its conve-

nient instrument a United States Court
to set it aside as void. The slave-

holders having absolute control of the
Court, teach the doctrine, which must
be acquiesced in by the party, that the
slave-holdin- g majority of the judges may
change, alter, or abrogate any provision
of the Constitution, and the nation must
submit without redress.

Under this teaching, it is well known
that the slave trade is in successful op-

eration in the South, winked and con-

nived at byjthe leaders of the party, and
the officers of Government, whose sworn
duty it is to see the law enforced. A
slave ship, the Wanderer, was captured
and brought into Charleston, and the
Capt. indicted under the law. But the
judge has just ruled that to transport
slaves from Africa to the South is no of-

fense, and that unless the Captain
actually kidnaps them himself he can-

not be punished. This decision, absurd
aud corrupt as it is, will, of. course, be
claimed by the party, as that in the case
of Dred Scott, to be the law of the land,
and binding upon Congress and the
people. If it is allowed to stand, it is
clear at once, that the piratical and in-

famous slave trade is legalized, and every
cmacrar wTiO canTraise TaTiuntTf ecndol-lar- s

can have his "nigger."
If Democracy should ever repair its

torn banner, it should be inscribed.
"Democracy! the slave trade! and cheap
niggers forever!"

indorse their proceedings. ;

Under such a state of things, we shall
stand in the position of "armed neu-

trality, "until, having examined the whole
field, a path presents itself, leading to a
clear perception of duty under the cir-

cumstances. We admit the legitimate
weight of an argument founded on expe-
diency, and within the domain of truth
and fair dealing, will give it full consid-

eration. But w will sacrifice our prin-
ciples and manhood to its allurements
never! If the action of the Conven-

tion, therefore, shall be such, as in our
deliberate judgment, will tend to ad-

vance the principles we eherish, by
means which are not condemned by rea-

son and conscience, we can give it our
support, even if the nominees should not
be those of our choice.

Resolved, That all the citizens of the

United States have an eqaal right 4o set-

by Congressional or Territorial legisla-
tion.
